The  Doiniaioii  of  C&natia,  thu  must  proiiiifiiit|^  field  in  th«  wliole  wurld,  for  fiinignttion, 
tniibraccs  uii  urea  of -uttarly  four  iiiillion  squuru  iiiiles  and  is  tlmntforu  us  large  ab  Aith«r 
Europe  or  the  Unite<l  States.  It  extwids  over  as  many  degrees  of  latitude  oh,  thcniin 
between  Ijondon  and  xOaleutta,  andymeui^ureH  u  U-iigtIi  of  three  ,^thous}iiid  six  hundred 
miles  fi'om  Cape  Breton  in  the  eo^  to  Alaska  in  the  noith-west.  tVoiii  south  to  north 
it  reaches  froui  the  paJ-jJU'l  of  42/rthe  hititbde  of  Home  in  Italy — U>  its  northern  liuuts 
in  the  islands  off  tho  northern  yfast,  or  across  a  breadth  uf  w,700  miles.  It  is  washed  i>y 
three  great  oceans.  In  the  grandeur  of  its  physical  features  the  Doiiiiuion  is  8ur|)asse<jt 
by  no  country  on  the  face  of  the  glolH>.  Immense  mountain'  ranges,  vast  plains  of  forest 
covering  millions  of  square  miles  a,nd  furnishing  a  practically  exhaustless  supply  of 
wealth,  fertile' prairies  largf;  enough  in  them^lves  to  form  a  niighty  empirej  great  rivers, 
many  of  them  larger  tliah  the  DanUbe,  and  cbuntless  lakes,  some  as  large  us  European 
Kingdoms — all  these  are  iuiposuig  cliaracteristies  of  Canada,  the  greater  portion  of  whose 
territory  is  yet  awaiting  settlement

THE  CLIMATES  OF  THE  DaMINION  0*"  CANADA. 
In  •  tsrritory  bo  vnafc  wido  HitfflrancpR  of  climate  muit  prevaH.  Th«  miinninr  c1ini»t« 
of  Francfl  extends  ovor  a  brftadth  of  sovtiral  hundrwl  iiiiloii  from  N«w ,  Hrunnwick  into 
9  British  Oolumhia,  and  north  of  thin  a  similar  Uih  enjoys  ^Bummer  aa  wann  as  that  of 
England,  but  drior.  Thrt  wheat  Udt  which  has  a  narrow  limit  on  the  Atlantic,  extends 
towards  the  w»«t,  far  northward,  reaching  the  sixtieth  parallel  in  the  Mackenzie  Iliver 
Valley,  wlulo  Iwirley  ripisna  on  the  Arctic  circle.  On  the  great  plains  east  of  the  Kooky 
Mountains,  the  grain  ImjU  covers  a  breadth  of  over  one  tliousaikcl  miTes^  ^The  winters  also 
vary  greatly,  though  almost  every  wliere  they  are  cold.  In  the  Maritim.*  Provinces  they 
are  mitigated  by  the  Athintic,  and  in  Ontario  by  the  neighborhood  of  the  great  lakes  and 
by  the  southern  latitude.  -  In  Manitoba  and  the  whole  north-west, ^excepting  a  distriot 
bordering  on  the  Kocky  Mountains,  the  frost  is  intense,  but  owing  to  the  dryness  of  the 
atmosphere  is  not  only  endurable,  but  during  most  of  the  seoBon  is  actually  enjoyable. 
In  Vancouver  Island  and  on  the  liritish  Columbian  coast,  owing  to  the  presence  of  Kuro 
Siwo  or  Gulf  Stream  o{  the  PaciHc,  whicl\  favorably  offects  the  far  interior  prairien  of 
the  Saskatchewan,  the  winters  are  as  mild  as  in  the  south  of  England  and  more  equable. 
The  summers  are  cool,  resembling  those  of  northeru  England,  but  on  the  higher  lands  of 
the  interior  they  are  hot  while  the  winUti*  are  cold.  The  northern  shores  of  Canada 
from  Labrador  to  the  mouth  of  the  Mackenzie  possess  an  inhospitable  climate,  and  will 
n«ver  sustain  more  than  a  very  scanty  population. 

THE  PROVINCE  OF  ONTAHIO. 

The  Province  of  Ontario  is  not  only  froni  its  position,  resources  and  water  power,  likely 
to  continue  to  im  the  workshop  for  the  manufacturers  of  the  Dominion,  but  it  possesses  a 
climate  superior  to  that  of  any  other  Oonotlian  Province  and  not  inferior  to  the  most 
favored  climates  in  America.  It  extends  from  south  to  north  over  a  distance  of  seven 
hundred  miles,  or  from  the  parallel  of  forty-two  degrees -that  of  Rome-to  the  parallel 
of  Hfty-two  degrees  on  James  Bay,  a  latitude  still  Houth. of  that  of  Birmingham.  From 
near  the  mouth  of  the  Ottawa  in  tllfe  i^t  to  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  in  the  west  it  moar 
sUres  a  length  of  nearly  1,100  miles.  The  orea  embrocetl  within  its  very  irregulor 
boundaries  is  al)out  200,000  square  miles— a  territory  80,000  square  miles  larger  than 
the  United  Kingdom,  1,700  squart;  mile.*  larger  than  France,  equal  to  the  combinetl  areas 
of  Holland,  Belgium,  Switzerland,  Portugal  and  Italy  and  only  12,000  square  miles 
amaller  than  the  whole  Gennon  Empire.  The  southern  extremity  lies  as  far  south  as  the 
^extreme  northern  jmrt  of  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania,  antl  leaves  in  aniore  northern  latitude 
"nearly  the  whole  of  New-  York,  Michigan  and  the  New  England  States.  The  parallel 
which  cuts  the, extreme  south  of  the  Province  ptts.s.s(  through  the  north  of  Portugal  and 
Spain  and  tjie  center  of  Italy  and  Turkey,  leaving  Greece  the  only  country  iii  Enroiw 
entirely  in  a  moio  southern  latitude  than  Ontario.  Along  the  extensive -houthern  and 
western  l)order  of  flie  Province,  tempering  Ijoth  the  summer  and  winter  climates,  lie  those 
vast  inland  «eas.  Lakes  Ontario,  Erie,  Huron  and  Superior,  the  last  alone  lorgerthan 
the  whole  of  Scotland.  These  lakes  with  the  rivers  and  canals  connected  with  them  form 
a  system  of  inland  navigation  unsurpassed  in  the  world. 

The  Laurentian  Mountains,  which  run  from  east  to  wiest  northward  of  the  great  lakes 
and  rivers  draining  into  them,  noturoUy  divide  the  Province  into  two  sections,  the  souths 
ern  and  larger  one  whibli  comprises  an  area  of  alwut  130,000  square  miles,  containing  a 
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popuffttion  of  two  intllioiitt,  «n(I  aflbrflitig  Bbttnclaiit  fooin  for  nintiy  inillioim  ttmtc  This- 
largn  territory  <>inl>rac«M  mi  intinotiMt  nxtiMit  of  fortilt)  laiid  mi  wliitlitM'Ofiiltitntcil  Kllthi<

with  refuretn-o  to  th«'  Krt'at  lakcn,  but  in  i^viTywlicrw  luliiptt'd  in  a  m'T^  hx^U  d«'(»rrM-  to 
grain  aad  fruitgrowing  and  to  tint  dovclopnicnt  of  phyHicai  w<.*ll  iN'iiig.  In  tin*  <'xti'cni<* 
nortl>-ww»t«rn  part — b*tweeii  th«  Lako  of-thtt  WootU  and  liiikn  HuiM-rior  -  tin'  warinth  of 
suniuier  and  thu  bright  and  bracing  but  ii)t<>nHti  cold  of  wintiT  iipproxiniat«<  tlio  (liiiutto 
of  tho  Prbviucu  of  Maiiitolta  adjoining  to  tht;  wcHt  Along  liikc  8u|H<rior,  however,  tlu' 
open  Watttm  of  that  viiMt  row'rvoir,  greatly  t^iinpi-r  the  frost  of  winti'r  and  nnluce  tim 
Hunininr  hitat  athioHt  to  Englinh  uoohn^H.  In  th«)  extruniii  i-oiit,  bt'tweuii  tlm  riverit 
Ottawa  and  Ht  Liwreiice,  th«  lakti  inlluencM  isi.'nftt  greatly  felt  and  the  winterH  ai'iM-ohi, 
.Ht«ady,  bright  and  pluiutaiit,  while  the  HUiiiilierH  (tre  decidedly  hot.  In  ctiniute,  thin  hcc- 
tioii  r^uinblcH  Montreal  and  tlie  northern  part  .of  tho  n«-ighlM)ring  Htati*  of  New  York. 
11|o  large  lakodiKtrict enjoyH milder  winterH  and  Kuninient  varying  from  thomi  of  Houth 
em  Kranct!  and  Northern  Italy  to  thoHe  of  Pari^  TIun  district,  with  KaHttTrn  Ontario, 
induduH  alinoHt  the  whole  population  of  the  Province,  and  U'sideH  a  large  iiunilMir  of  "free 
grant"  towiiHhips,  several  thousand  square  miles  awaiting  survey.  To  the  north  and 
west,  however,  settlers  are  pushing,  and  seviiral  thousiinds  have  already  found  homes  in 
the  Province  bt^yond  the  great  triangle  formed  by  the  Ottawa  lliver  and  tin*  Ijakes. 

EJUOtAl  INFLUENOE  OK  THE  iJREAT  tAKEK  ' 


The  lake  inV^i?6e  is  very  uiSrked  at  all  seasons.  _  The  winter  isothermal  of  twenty -live 
degrees,  curves  northward  from  the  Highlands  of  Pennsylvania  to  l^ake  Ontdrio  antt.^ 
crossing  the  Province  to  Lake  Huron  north  of  the  forty-third  parallel,  iMmds  gradually 
to  the  south  as  it  leaves  the  lake  region,  till  in  Missouri  it  reachcH  the  paraUel  of  forty 
degrees.  The  winter  Isothermal  of  the  iiorth  .shore  of  I^ake  Huron  is  found  tlit'ee 
hundred  miles  further  south  i|i  the  Mississippi  VaUey  on  the  we^t  and  two  hundied 
and  fifty  miles  further  south  in  the  New  England  Htatt^s  un  the  east.  Bruce  Minei,,  on 
the  nortli  shore  is  as  mild  in  winU-r  as  Omaha;  Niagara  a^  New  York  City.  The 
contrast  with  Eastern  Ontario  is  eijually  well  markt^l.  The  county  of  Ksse^  on  liaku  ' 
Erie  is  as  muchwamer  in  winter  than  Ottawa,  as  Memphis,  T44ine».see,  is  warmer  than 
Essex,  yet,  the  difl'erence  in  latitude  between  the  two  Ontario  places  is  only  tlirpe  degre<(s 
or  a  little  over  200  miles,  while  jietween  E.SHex  and  Memphis  it  is  seven  degn^fs  oi  nearly 
oOO  miles.  In  spring,  the  winds  from  the  lakes,  which  heat  niori'^  )4owly  than  the  land, 
delay  the  full  opening  of  the  season,  but  not  iikjuriously,  Is-cause  the  cli^ck  given  tb 
vegetation  till  warm  weather  sets  into  the  northward  as  well  as  to  the  south,  often  : 
prcivonts  damage  from  untimely  frosts  jpxptirienced^  elsewhere,  when  plants  have  advanced 
to  a  critical  stage.  In  summer  the  lake  influence  is  as  noticeable  as  in  wint(!>r,  the  lalre 
region  being  protected  from  the  continental  influence  which  raises  the  teliiperature  of 
the  Mississippi  Valley  on  the  same  parallel  several  degrees  higher  than  in  seini  insular 
Ontario!.  If  spring  is  delayed  by  tlie  cold  lake  winds,  ample  compensation  is  aflbrded  in 
autumn,  the  lakes,  slow  to  cool  after  the  summer  heats,  continuing  tl)e  mellow  Fall  '■

■\  VVHA'i'  ONTAUIO  WINTKKH  ARK  LIKK. 

'Ilm  duration  of  winter  in  Ontario  is  aliout  four  months,  though  it  vuriek  iv  little  in 
dift'erent  parts.  In  Eastern  Ontario  it  eonnni'nees  in  the  latter  half  of  NovendsT  awl 
doses  in  the  beginning  of  April.  In' Mouth- westfirn  Ontai'io  it  is  a  fi'w  weeks  shorter. 
At  Ottawa  thft  nieffury  falls  almost  e\ei^  wi.nt«'r  to  thirty^U'greeH  ImiIow  zero,  or  evim 
Iow*)r,  and  the  uH-an  of  the  three  mid-winter  ntffntlis  is  only  tifteon  degrees  aliove  zero. 
In  .Tsronto  the  averagi-  lowest  point,  rejii'lied  during  tin;  year  is  tw<'lvi«  degretis  lielow 
zoroJand  the  mean  of  Dei-endter, -lanuury  and  Fohruary  is  nearly  twenty -live  degnws 
lioyn  zwo.  .j^jVarlouH  points  on  Lake  Huron  it  usually  falln  little,  or  not  at  all,  ImiIow 
Z4VV0,  and  in  tlie  southern  eounties  the  wiiitt-r  mean  varies  from  twenty-live  to  thirty 
degrees.  'Everywhere,  however,  the  season  iff^ltright,  liraeing  and  pleasant.  Sometimes 
the  sky  is  iloudh'HS  for  days  or  w»lf'k«<  together.  The  oceosional  extremely  oolil  jmriods 
rarcily  |a.st  nKih;  tliCin  three  days,  iiiid  ar»5  almost  in varial)ly  dry,  bright  and  ealni,  with  A 
great  range  of  temperatunt  iM'twej^n  day  and  uiglit.  The  void  is  not  felt  to  nearly  th« 
extent  that  people  in  moister  cl/mates  would  iunigine,  and  a  walk  of  half  a  mile  hare- 
handed  «v«-n  with  the  mercury  twfinty  below  zero,  often  causes  no  uni)U'asant  fueling  of  cold. 
In  fact  that  tempi-ratun-  seems  ni^  colder  than  tw<'r»ty  degrees  alioVe  zero  generally  do«>« 
in  Hritain.  Thi>  (explanation  iii  f<nin<l  in'^i-  dryness  of  the  atmo>^>liere  not  alistractijig 
from  the  body  thelieftt  which  would  be  absorbwl  by  a  more  humid  air.  Hnovir  He>t  oii  the 
ground  to  a  dt^pth  of  froiii  several  inches  to  two  or  three  feOt,  forgi'eatly  varying  perjods, 
and  except  tH'casionally when  sjmw  <lrift.s  prove  tnmblesome,  the  snow  covered  roads  are 
goo(l  and  the  sledges  glifhi  along  rapidly  to  the  music  of  the  sleigh  kefl.s.  The  commenco- 
nient  of  the  sleighing  sea.<ioniS; hailed  with  delight,  businiv'ss  is  revived;  the  grain  is  readily 
nmrkiited,  aiid  in  fact  almost  (tvery  operation  re<|uiring  good  roads  is  greatly  facilitated. 
Unfortunately,  the  whole  of  Ontario  does  not  deserve  the  reputation  for  8leighing?#!iich 
current  notivyt*  abroad  regarding  the  Caiuulian  winter  give  it  In  Eastern  Pntario 
8leij,diing  usuuHy  lasts  frcnn  three  to  four  ntouths  and  is  depended  upon  as  a  prominent 
feature.  M  every  winter,     But  towards  the  south- west, \ihe  mighing  season  gradually

The  nights  have  all  this  ohwut 
of  oriental  nights  and  aro  rarely  uncomfortably  warm.  Tornados  suqh  as  are  so  fright- 
fully. deotVuctivo  of  life  and  property  in  the  Western  States,  are  here  very  uncommon 
and  scarcely  ever'  attendtnl  by  fatal  results. 

The  summer  Reason,, judgtHl  by  British  standard,  is  long,  usually  lasting  from)  the  middle 
of  May  tilKnQitp  the  end  of  Beptemlwr.     It  has  even  been  known  to  extend  several  weeks 
in^  Octo1>ei>-in  which  month  shade  temperatures  of  nearly  ninety  degrees  have  been 
recorded,    .^lie  latter  half  of  May  is  as  warm  as  a  London  midsummer  and  the  month  of 
^     September  averages,  in  some  loc%liti«i|  as  high  as  a  London  July.     Under  the  genial  and 
steady   warmth  vegetation  advances  apace.      Wheat  harvest  commences  in  the  most 
southern  parts  in  the  lieginning  of  Juiy  :  it  hiMieven  begun  in  Juna     In  the  coolest  parts 
and  even  on  the  highest  land,  1,500  feet  altove  the  sea,  it  is  generally  the  Iteginning  of 
August.     All  the  grain  crops  follow  each  other  in  quick  succession,  and  overtnostof 
the'Provihce,  harvest  is  fully  completed  by  the  third  week  of  August.     Maize  or  Indian^ 
com  is  gathered  late;  apples,  a  very  important  crop,  and  peaches  are  gathered  in  August 
^  and  September;  grapes,  which  s\^tceed^^very where,  are  generally  left  to  the  latter  month. 
Notwithstanding  the  high  average  heat  of  the  summer,  and  the  occasional  extremely 
high  temperatures  recorded,  this  season  ts  rarely  oppressively  warm.     In  some  districts 
ninety-five  degrees  and  even  one  hundred  degrees. in  the  shade  are  registered  even  as  late 
as  September,  but  the  dryness  of  thp  air  usually  prevents  any  greater  feeling  of  oppres- 
siveness than  is  produced  in  Olasgow  by  a  temperature  of  eighty  or  eight-five  degrees. 
Extreme  heat  lasts  generally  only  a  few  ^ays  at  a  time,  and  the  average  daily  maximum 
of  July  varies  from  lieventy^ight  degrees  in  cool  sections  to  eighty-five  degreto  in  the 
hottest     In  the  warmest  midsummer  nights  the  mercury  falls  to  seventy  or  seventy-five 
degrees  before  morning,  and  the  average  nightly  minimum  of  July,  even  in  the  warmest 
.  parts  of  the  Province,  is  only  a  little  abpve  sixty  degrees.     Along  the  lake  shores,  a  lake 
breeze  by  day  and  a  land  breeze  by  night  temper  the  warmtJi  of  the  season.     In  several 
localities  a  light  hoar  frost  sometimes  occurs  early  in  June,  but  is  rarely  very  "injurious. 
Hoar' frosts  are  again  experienced  in  Septemlier,  but  some  sections  are  usually  free 
«  from  frost  from  tiie  first  of  May  till  October. 

THE  FALL  SEASON  IN  ONTARIO. 
'  Autumn  is  scarcely  less  beautiful  than  summer.  In  October,  the  days  are  of  &  genial 
warinth  and  the  nights  cool  and  refreshing.  The  tre^s  assume  a  brilliancy  of  color  unknown 
in  Europe,  and  over  the  landscape,  flashing  in  crimson,  yellowr,  pink,  green  and  gold,  the 
sun  shines  with  a  mellow  radifuice  through  the  faint,  purple  mist  which  fills  the  atmos  ■ 
phere  and  imparts  to  the  outlines  of  every  distant  object  a  softness  in  striking  contrast 
with  the  distinctness  generally  noticeable  in  fine  weather  during  most  of  the  yMU".-- 
Then  the  autumn  winds  rise  and  break  from  time  to  time  the  serenity  of  nature.  The 
leaves  fall;  and  as  November  passes,  vegetation  sinks  itito'its  winter  rest  Sometime* 
snow  falls' in  October,  but  it  melts  in  a  f^w  hours.  Sometimes  the  first  flakes  are  not 
seen  until  November.  This  month  is  often  dull  and  comparatively  gloomy,  but  without 
fc^,  though  quite  as  frequently  the  leaden  clouds  and-  the  long  rains  are  banished  by  the 
'genial  Indian  summer  days  which  make  the  Canadian  autumn  celebrated.  The  small 
ponds  usually  receive  their  first  temporary  coatiitg  of  ice,  before  the  end  of  the  month 
,  at  least,  but  open,  and  fine  warm  weather,  in  soutih-western  Ontario,  in  particular,  often 
Uuita  well  into  D«)(Gember.

COMPAriiaONS  WITH  EUROPEAN  CUM ATKH. 

A  few  European  analogies  ^1^  Ih'  interesting,  The  summers  over  mrtht  of  Ontario 
are  like  those  of  NorthenJ  I twy;  Southern,  Central  and  Northern  Pralice,  and  as  warm 
in  the  Ottawa  Valley  a$  in  most  of  Houthehi  Ontario.  Towards  the  west  they  are  fully 
as  long  as  in  Vienna.  May  at  VVi^idsor  is  as  Warm  as  in  Paris,  and  S«>pteihlK)r  warmer 
than  at  either  Paris  or  Vitsina;  The  wiutttrs  in  the  setthxl  parts  of  Ontario  vary  from 
the  comparative  mildn(5S8  of  the  same  season  in  Hungary  afid  along  the  Danulx^  to  thti 
cold  of  Central  Russia.  Tie  mean  temperature  along  a  li^ie  from  the  l)anulH%  through 
Bucharest  to  Moscow  cloiely  represents  at  all  seasons/a  line  from  Windsor  n»^r 
the  hood  of  Lake  Erie  to  Pmibroke  on  thi^  Ottawa  —Peiniii>roke,  however,  l)eiiig||warmer 
tlian  Moscow  in  winter.  Rounit^nia  corresponds  closely  in  temper^ttfn*,  with  Mouth- 
WeStem  and  Central  Ontario  at  all  seasoiiH  of  the  yeair,  and  Bupharew  (jiffopH  little  in 
either  dummer  or  winter ;fi|om  Toronto.  •    .,'

Apart,  however,  from  the  records  of  tempttrature,  the  protlucts  of  the 
greater  portion  of  Ontario  furnish  convincing  testimony  to  the  excellence  of  the  cliinat«'. 
Wheat,  maize  and (jppples  grow  in  every  county  and  at  all  elevations.  In  several 
southern  counties  maize  is  an  iinportant  crop  and  yields  a  heavier  average  per  acre  tKan 
in  Kansas,  Missouri  or  Illinois.  Watermelons  and  tomatoes  grow  to  perfection  and  the 
latter  so  abundantly  a«  to  b(j  .sold  at  ten  pence  a  bushel.  The  egg  plant,  sweet  potato,' 
;  capsicum  and  other  semi-tropical  vegetables  are  am-mg  the  common  vegetables  in  some 
parts.  Thf?  capsicum  grows  every  where.  The  grape  is  found  flourishing  in  all  partsof  the 
Province  as  far  as  agricultural  settlements  yet  exttjnd,  and  wild  varieties  on  some  of  the 
inland  rivers  hide  the  trees  with  their  far  spreading  vines.  Grape  growing  is  vi-ry 
profitable  in  many  localities  and  requires  little  care.  It  has  yielded  as  much  as  $480  j^n 
acre  in  a  single  season.  The  standard  varieties  never  fail  to  produce  a  good  crop  in 
many  districts,  and  large  vineyards  are  becoming  common  in  several  widely  .separated 
sections.  Even  the  far-famed  Catawba  wine  is  an  article  of  Ontario  production,  though 
timited  to  the  very  warmest  localities.  Ontaria  wines  have  won  diplomas  at  Paris  and 
elsewhere,  and  wine  making  promises  to  iKicome  bne  of  the  most  important  industries. 
The  peach  of  southern  Ontario  is  equal  to  any  on  the  continent  The  quantities  sold  are' 
enormous,  and  the  market  is  rapidly  increasing.  Peach  of chards  of  from  3,000  to  10,000 
|reea  are  numerous.     Some  varieties  of  this  fruit  are  grown  in  the  inland  counties  at  an

Among  the  trees  growing  wild  in  Southern  Ontario  are  the  mulberry,  the  African 
tamarack,  the  tall  and  heautjfiil  tulip  tree,  a  species  of  magnolia,  and  the  celel)rated 
papaw  treeof  Mexico  and  the  Southern  States.  The  list  ol  trees,  plants  and 
vegetables  of  warm  climates  which  here  push  beyond  their  usual  latitudes  ijito  thr  • 

mild  lake  climateol  Ontariomight  be  greatlyextended, but  the  instances  already  given 
will  suffice  tt)  sh()w  the  suigularly  favored  position  of  the  Province,  All  the  standard 
English  fruits  ancj  vegetables  are  abimdant  .and  of  excellent  (juality.     Theap^^es, 
are  the  finest  in  America— probably  ip  the  world.     The  grain  growing  capa^riy  of 
the  soil  and  climate  is  so  well  known  as  not  to  refjuire  more  than  mere  n;6nt ion. 
The  healthfulness  of  the  climate  is  also  widely  known.     Ague  and  malarial Jf^veis  are  ^ 
-  confined  to  a  few  localities,  and  are  nowhere  so  prevalent  as  in  many  ofihe  Ameri- 
can States.
